The grow house at Cresco Labs is one of 19 
cultivation centers in Illinois authorized by 
the state to produce medical cannabis. The 
struggling medical marijuana industry in Il- 
linois is poised to grow Last month, for the 
first time, the state added two new medical 
conditions— post-traumatic stress disorder 
and terminal illness — to the list of about 40 
that qualify patients to buy the drug. 

Lawmakers also changed the statute to al- 
low physicians to certify patients as having 
a qualifying medical condition without hav- 
ing to risk their licenses by vouching for the 
drug’s medical benefits. And in court, recent 
rulings are forcing state officials to reconsider 
adding other new conditions such as migraine 
headaches and chronic post-operative pain.

that began in November. 

“The program is seeing significant growth 
month to month,” Bachtell said. “It’s changed 
patients’ lives. There’s a great energy out there.” 

Jack Campbell, a former police officer who 
is the new director of the state medical can- 
nabis program, said there have been no major 
criminal incidents associated with the pro- 
gram, such as theft of medical marijuana or 
sales to people who aren’t certified. 

Because of the state’s harsh winters and 
the law’s security requirements, almost all the 
medical marijuana grown in Illinois comes 
from warehouses. Besides Joliet, Cresco owns 
growing facilities in Kankakee and Lincoln. 

The JoHet facility has 144 security cameras 
monitoring its 40,000 square feet, with a feed 
to Illinois State Police. Every plant is tagged

stems and leaves have relatively few active com- 
ponents and are chopped up and thrown away 

Buds are cut off, dried for a couple of weeks, 
then either processed into dry flower used for 
smoking or distilled into an oil, which can be 
vaporized in electronic pens or infused into 
chocolates, tinctures, lotions and soHdwax. 

Thirty-five people work at the warehouse, 
tending the plants, processing them and bak- 
ing them into deserts designed by acclaimed 
chef Mindy Segal. 

A bank-style vault holds the finished prod- 
ucts until they are released for sale. The whole 
process takes about six months. Every two 
weeks, workers start the procedure all over. 

Drivers deliver the products in locked boxes 
to any of 40 state-authorized dispensaries. 
Each time, workers at the retail stores must call

Music is blasting in the arena, the crowd is 
cheering and the players are getting a breath- 
er. Meanwhile, the six have 25-30 seconds to 
go through their carefully choreographed 
steps to smooth the sand of what are now the 
most famous beach volleyball courts in the 
world.

“I consider myself a lucky guy to be in an 
event like this, doing this job,” Valdeir Meira, 
one of the rakers, said through a translator. 
“It’s an important thing we do to prepare the 
courts to avoid problems with the players and 
help the referees.” 

There are 35 of them at the beach volley- 
ball venue. All have had experience at smaller 
events around Brazil. Before the Olympics, 
they trained for a week with Olympic officials 
and honed their raking abilities in scrimmag- 
es prior to pool play 

Their responsibilities include more than 
just raking the sand on the main court. They 
also must manicure the four practice courts 
and help to clean the sand after each day 
which involves digging the sand up to 50 cen- 
timeters deep and sifting it to make sure it is 
free of large particles.

On a more serious note, Kyrie Irving 
praised the women’s game for its fundamen- 
tals.

UPPING YOUR CHICAGO RESTAURANT CRED ONE BITE AT A TIME

“No cell phone use inside lounge. Proper attire re- 
quested. Please, no baseball hats. Sori^ no reserva- 
tions. ... No O-bombs. No Jager-bombs. No bombs 
of any kind. No Budweiser. No light beer. No Grey 
Goose. No cosmopolitans. And finally please do not 
bring anyone to The Violet Hour that you wouldn’t 
bring to your mother’s house for Sunday dinner.” 

These are most of the house rules at The Violet 
Hour, the Wicker Park bar behind the muraled hidden 
door on Damen Avenue that for the past nine years 
has had a line outside on any given night. While the 


rules seem strict, don’t be fooled; they’re not there to 
keep people out. They’re in place to create an experi- 
ence that anyone with a nice pair of shoes can have at 
Chicago’s first craft cocktail mecca. 

Toby Maloney partner and head mixologist at The 
Violet Hour, isn’t fond of the “cocktail mecca” title, 
“but there are bars that you travel to to drink the 
drinks,” he said. He humbly agrees that The Violet 
Hour is just that, and its role in igniting Chicago’s pres- 
ent cocktail scene is an even greater achievement. 

When it opened in July 2007, the New Abrk-style 
cocktail bar was meant to serve as a retreat from the 


Wicker Park menagerie. While Nacional 27 and The 
Matchbox were known for serving great drinks, cock- 
tails weren’t the bar scene’s biggest draw at the time. 
“Chicago was known as the 16 -ounce martini ground 
zero,” Maloney said. Would Chicagoans be happy with 
smaller drinks that lacked both Ketel One and cran- 
berry juice? A RedEye review of the bar from August 
2007 asked it better: ‘Are amazing cocktails and an air 
of New Abrk sensibility enough to sustain a lounge in 
our Midwestern metropolis?” 

At the time, there was nothing like The Violet Hour 
in Chicago, but if anyone could pull it off, it was Ma- 
loney with eight years of experience at Milk & Honey 
and Pegu Club, two game-changers in the New Abrk 
bar industry Partner Terry Alexander (The Publican, 
Big Star, Nico Osteria) wanted to introduce Chicago 
to New Abrk’s traditionalist style with a passion for the 
classics, restrained technique and fine-tuned details.

Today housemade syrups and a good old 
fashioned are the expectation at craft cock- 
tail bars, but nine years ago, The Violet Hour 
was a vanguard that not everyone understood. 
“[People] hated us because they couldn’t get in 
wearing flip-flops or their drinks took longer 
than flve or lo minutes or we didn’t have Grey 
Goose.” Maloney said. “It was just not thought 
of that a bar could curate your experience so 
much.” 

In the beginning, the goal was to create a 
calm and refined atmosphere where conver- 
sation was key “At capacity” meant that every 
seat was taken rather than the entire room be- 
ing filled. Not much has changed about The 
Violet Hour. Inside it still looks the same, like 
an opulent salon with cornflower-blue walls 
and white crown molding lowly lit by crystal 
chandeliers. Plush blue-gray floor-to-ceiling 
curtains separate three rooms, which are oc- 
cupied by high-backed blue leather chairs ar- 
ranged around small white stool-sized tables 
illuminated by tiny candles. It’s still the place 
to go for fine conversation and some of the 
best, most balanced craft cocktails in Chicago. 
Every drink is a total sensory experience, from 
aromatic bitters to hand-chipped ice clinking 
in the glass. 

At the heart of every thoughtful, creative 
cocktail is a greater understanding of the 
classics. “Once you’ve made 10,000 sours and 
martinis and manhattans and old fashioneds 
and negronis, the plug-and-play becomes 
really very typical at this point,” Maloney 
said. Take the Blue Ridge Manhattan ($12), for 
instance, a Violet Hour original. In a scotch- 
rinsed glass, the cocktail combines rye whiskey 
and vermouth topped with a few dashes of 
hickory-infused peach bitters. Maloney said 
he was craving a pulled-pork sandwich when 
he came up with the cocktail and wanted to 
capture that unique flavor combination. Nine 
years later, it’s still a Violet Hour staple. 

The service at the bar is impeccable. The 
bartenders truly take care of guests, spending 



time getting to know their palates so they 
can offer up just the right drink. “It’s my job,” 
manager Benjamin Smith said during my most 
recent visit before he opened the menu to 
help us select our second round. It’s a welcome 
alternative to the typical “I’ll come back” that 
I’m often met with in the face of indecision. 

On the industry side. The Violet Hour is 
unsurprisingly viewed as a finishing school for 
all-star cocktailing. Originals who opened the 
bar include Henry Prendergast, who went on 
to open the now-defunct Analogue; Black- 
bird bar manager Kyle Davidson; and Nandini 
Khaund, who opened Cindy’s rooftop bar at 
the Chicago Athletic Association Hotel. Ma- 
loney attributes a lot of The Violet Hour’s 
success to people in the bar and restaurant in- 
dustry “They got it immediately” he said, and 
word of mouth took off from there. 

There’s a lot of pressure that comes with un- 
veiling something new to a city deeply rooted in 
its ways. “Overall, it was one of the hardest but 
most gratifying things I’ve ever done and prob- 
ably will ever do,” Maloney said. So were amaz- 
ing cocktails and an air of Newark sensibility 
enough to sustain a lounge in a Midwestern me- 
tropolis? Chicago must have been thirsty
